CAUSES OF WAR. 

I am not a wild enthusiast or a 
blind optimist. I do not look 
forward to u complete restora¬ 
tion of peace which cannot be 
dist'irbed in the world, even if 
these treaties (of arbitration) are 
adopted Morality of nations im 
proves only step by step, and so 
the making and confirming of 
these treaties must be regard¬ 
ed only as a step, but as a 
long step, toward securing peace 
in the world. I am far from 
saying that war has not in 
times past accomplished much in 
the progress of the world. Wheth¬ 
er the same progress might have 
been achieved lit a more peace¬ 
ful way It Is unnecessary to dis¬ 
cuss—probably not. It was by 
war that this country gained its 
independence of Great Britain. 
If England had been better ad¬ 
vised probably war would not 
have followed the Declaration of 
Independence and we might now 
be, as in the case of Canada, 
cherishing attachment to the 
mother country without exercis 
ing complete independence. Cer¬ 
tain it is that the lesson which 
we taught England she took to 
heart, and in her colonial policy 
she continued to lighten the bur 
dens which she had laid upon 
her colonies until now they have 
no weight and are merely nerves 
of affection from a mother to 
children, evincing an authority 
that, however great ln form, Is 
in fact in the wisdom of the 
mother country one of only 
nominal restrictions.—President 
Taft.

HOW TO HAVE WINTER EGGS. 

Make Hens Comfortable and Keep 
Chicken House Clean. 

One great essential in getting winter 
eggs Is to make the hens entirely com¬ 
fortable. The first thing to do is' to get 
busy now and clean out the house thor¬ 
oughly. Remove every useless article 
and leave the floors entirely free from 
anything that wftl obstruct their free 
use ns a scratching place. Clean dow n 
the walls, spray thoroughly, remove 
every bit of litter from the floor, and 
if It Is a dirt floor take out at least a 
couple of inches of the old dirt, which 
should be replaced with clean loam. 

Make ready a corner in each pen 
that can lie list'd as a dusting box. 
This can lie kept supplied with the 
fine siftings from bard coal ashes and 
will la* much enjoyed by the whole 
Hock. If It can lie placed where the 
sun w ill shine on It so much the better. 
Do not close the windows until the 
weal her gels real cold. Let there be 
one glass window for each pen of 10 
by Ik* or bi feet and one muslin cov- 
erod frame, with at least twelve 
square feel of surface for each pen. 

lliis may look like a cold propod 
tion. hut It will lie found the liiustin 
docs not make the pen any colder than 
docs die saiue amount of glass surface 
and at I In* same time gives a steady 
supply of fresh air. This muslin w ill 
help greatly in keeping the poultry 
house dry during the winter and will 
make it tint It more comfortable than 
a closely shut up house can ever he. 

For colder nights have a curtain of 
cheap sheeting running across the 
front of the roosting place. This does 
not need to lit tightly except at the 
top and may hang out some Inch -s 
from thi> dropping boards, giving plen¬ 
ty of room'for the fowls to pass to 
ami from the roosts. On the very 
coldest of nights the roosting place 
will he found to be entirely comfort 
able, and in the morning the hens will 
come out ready to scratch and hustle 
for their breakfast. 

Above all tilings, lie sure to keep a 
good six Inches of perfectly dry straw- 
on the floor for scratching material. 
There can be little comfort for the hen 
in scratching a pile of dirty, damp lit¬ 
ter that lias been on the floor for a 
month or more. 


Wells of South Dakota. 

East of the Missouri river in South 
Dakota, it is estimated, more than 
l.OtH) artesian wells now exist, draw¬ 
ing their water from the supply car 
ried by the underlying sandstone for¬ 
mation and supposed to come from 
the Black Hills and the Rocky moun¬ 
tains. These wells, used mainly for 
irrigation purposes, are from 500 to 
1.000 foot deep, and the pressure of 
water in the eastern part of the state 
is sufficient to give a surface flow, ex¬ 
cept on the highest lands. One well 
yields 3.20’2 gallons per minute and 
furnishes power for a flour mill by- 
day and for an electric light plant by 
night. The development of this source 
of water supply is still going forward

Radium In Medicine. 

According to experiments made by 
Professor Danne of Mine. Curie's 
i laboratory and ■> her scientists radium 
can be introduced into the tissues by 
what resembles an electrolytic method 
j Rabbits ami cows, also persons, were 
operated o ; i. and the radium passed 
Into the tissues without injury to the 
i skin. The penetration is irdo-rndent 
1 of the blood circulation and goes in to 
] some depth and the effect lasts for 
quite a time, so that out os eau lie made 
In this way. Some of the curative et 
, feels of the radium were quite remark 
able, as was brought out by Dr. Haret 
at a recent meeting of the Academic 
des Sciences. 


Electroplating Glass. 

Decorating glassware with electro¬ 
plated designs has been followed in 
Germany by a similar process applied 
to porcelain. Finely powdered graph 
Ite is added to a solution of alkaline 
silicate, in which the powder remains 
suspended, and a design traced with 
this on the porcelain forms a condtic 
live coating, on which an electroplate 
deposit can bo made in the usual way. 
Silver is usually employed, though 
nickel may be used Platters, bowls, 
tea sets, coffee sets, tureens and other 
dishes of porcelain can be ornamented, 
and It Is claimed that they wear bet 
ter than either solid silver or plain 
porcelain.
